The blizzard of 1977 hit 
Pickaway County during the 
second week of January 
sig nalling the beg inning of 
what was believed to be the 
worst winter in Ohio since 
1776. 
The blizzard was so bad 
that Dep uty Sheriff Jim 
Dix on, resp onding at 4:30 
p .m. one day to help a 
stranded motorist in Derby , 
g ot stuck himself and had to 
stay p ut until 3:45 a.m. the 
nex t day after encountering 
four-to-five foot snow drifts 
on the Harrisburg -Darby ville 
and London Roads. Jay , 
Becky and Jeff Writsel and 
Guy Gulick freed Dix on with 
four-wheel drive tractors and 
a truck and Dix on returned to 
Circleville via US 62, I 71, I 
270 and US 23.

Bing man 
worked 
an 
eig ht-hour 
disp atcher shift, then took his 
own four-wheel drive vehicle 
out 
to 
rescue 
stranded 
motorists during the nig ht. 
Dep uties worked countless 
hours attemp ting to direct 
rescue workers who had to 
battle ferocious winds and 
chilling tem p eratures in 
addition to the snow in an 
effort to 
rescue 
p eop le 
stranded in homes and cars 
by drifting snow. 
John Day of New Holland 
hitched a blade to his farm 
tractor one afternoon to help 
free two state hig hway 
dep artment p low trucks and 
seven other vehicles from 
snow drifts on Ohio 207 near 
SR 22. 
Fires comp ounded the 
p roblem for a number of 
residents. Fire destroy ed the 
home of Mr. and Mrs. David 
Camp bell near Lockboume 
and struck the Patterson 
mobile home on Hickory 
Bend Road. At the latter fire, 
Carl Draise, Dana Bass and 
John Tarbill rescued 23- 
month old Ang lena Patterson 
from her burning home. 
Williamsp ort fire fig hters 
ex ting uished the blaze. 
Harrison Twp . fire fig hters 
brav ed wind chill factor 
tem p erature of minus-52 
deg rees to battle a blaze in 
the Route 23 home of Leroy 
Clark.

Gov. Rhodes susp ended 
federal 
env ironm ental 
restrictions p ermitting the 
use of Ohio’s hig h sulfur coal 
wherever it could be used. 
Ohio School Sup t. Martin 
Essex announced that more 
than 400 of the state’s 617 
school districts would close 
until further notice as g as 
curtailments forced p lants to 
close throug hout Ohio. 
Residential users were 
urg ed to keep room tem­ 
p eratures at 65 deg rees 
during the day and further 
lowered during the nig ht, and 
to shut off unused rooms to 
conserve heat in Columbia 
Gas’s ap p eal to county 
residents. 
Winter storms closed off 
p arts of State Routes 762, 56 
and 159 and comp letely closed 
State Route 674. The only 
county and township roads 
op en were reduced to a p ath. 
Meanwhile across Ohio 
thousands of motorists were 
stranded and dozens of towns 
isolated. 
Disaster services including 
the American Red Cross, 
Pickaway County React and 
Rescue, 
the 
sheriff’s 
dep artment and the Ohio 
National Guard aided in 
p rov iding e v a c ua tion, 
emerg ency deliv eries of 
medicine, g roceries and other 
vital necessities and other 
assistance. 
Orient State Institute made 
shelter sp ace available for 
500 p eop le. 
Practically all social events 
and other meeting s in the 
county were cancelled. 
All but residential and 
small commercial customers 
and users such as hosp itals 
and nursing homes were 
limited to maintenance levels 
of fuel by CLiumbia Gas of 
6hio. DP&L ex tended the 
restrictions to small com­ 
mercial customers as well, 
the AP rep orted.

WARSAW, Poland (AP) — President 
Carter beg an meeting with Polish 
leader Edward Gierek today after 
p lacing floral wreaths at the Tomb of 
the Unknown Soldier, the Nike statue 
and the Warsaw Ghetto monument 
under somber, snowy skies in a round 
of ceremonial visits. 
Carter holds an unp recedented news 
conference later in the day at which 
the sensitive subject of human rig hts is 
ex p ected to come up . 
In a surp rise develop ment, White 
House Press Secretary Jody Powell 
said Carter was considering an un­ 
scheduled stop in Cairo Wednesday to 
discuss Middle East p eace talks with 
President Anwar Sadat for several 
hours. Powell said a final decision 
would be made Saturday . Such a 
stop over would be in line with U.S. 
interest in furthering Eg y p tian-Israeli 
p eace talks, lately strained by stands 
taken by the nation’s two leaders as 
well as Carter himself. 
Carter, hatless and wearing a blue 
top coat, p aused for a moment in silent 
p ray er and p laced a g loved hand over 
his face in a g esture of humility before 
the Warsaw Ghetto monument, a stone 
memorial to the thousands of Jews 
who held out in the walled g hetto 
ag ainst the Nazis during a short-lived 
up rising in 1943.

Polish and American flag s whip p ed in 
the chill wind under g ray skies and the 
muffled drums of a Polish honor g uard 
sounded a cadence as Carter p laced 
the wreath. Rain turned to snow during 
the ceremony , at a monument built on 
the remains of an 18 th century p alace 
destroy ed by the Nazis in World War 
II. 
Two Marine g uards from the U.S. 
Embassy carried the wreath up to the 
monument for Carter. Hundreds of 
Polish sp ectators were on hand as the 
national anthems of the two countries 
were p lay ed. 
Carter, accomp anied by his wife 
Rosaly nn, shook hands with Polish 
veterans after the ceremony and 
sig ned a g uest book, just as Presidents 
Ford and Nix on did on their trip s to 
Poland. 
Arriv ing here long after dark 
Thursday , Carter’s third sentence in 
his first formal p ronouncement on 


Polish soil referred to human rig hts.

by Communist 
leader Edward Gierek, Carter cited 
the Polish constitution of 1791 as one of 
“the g reat documents in the strug g le 
for human rig hts.” 
After 
v isiting 
three

Gierek, Carter was to hold a formal 
news conference being broadcast live 
in the United States and to East 
Europ ean audiences by the Voice of 
America. This will be the first full 
dress news conference ever held by a 
U.S. p resident in a Communist country 
and Carter’s first outside the United 
States. 
Before Carter left Washing ton 
Thursday on the first leg of a six -nation 
tour, Polish dip lomats there en­ 
tertained members of his traveling 
p arty at a luncheon during which some 
of them voiced ap p rehension about 


human rig hts becoming the major 
issue discussed at the news con­ 
ference. 
During the flig ht to Warsaw, 
p residential 
adv iser 
Zbig niew 
Brzezinski, a nativ e Pole, told 
rep orters aboard Air Force One that 
Poland’s human 
rig hts record, 
"relatively sp eaking , is reasonably 
g ood.” 
However, Brzezinski contended the 
Polish g overnment has “been lag g ing " 
on p ermitting Poles to emig rate and 
join their families in the United States. 
Brzezinski, White House assistant 
for national security affairs, told 
rep orters no decision has been made 
on p olish request for 1200 million in 
ag ricultural credits. 
This was on the ag enda for the talks 
the p resident and Secretary of State 
Cy rus R. Vance were holding with 
Gierek. Brzezinski said Carter mig ht 
make a decision on the credits while in 
Warsaw. 
Coal Strike Cripples Output 
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WARSAW, Poland (AP) — Rosaly nn 
Carter’s p lanned visit to Warsaw’s Old 
Town this afternoon is to be a walk 
throug h an 18 th century city just over 
29 y ears old. 
Painstaking ly rebuilt from the ruins 
of World War II, the district is a 
restoration masterp iece which has 
earned its builders a worldwide 
rep utation as reconstruction ex p erts. 
“We had 980 building s classified as 
historical landmarks," town p lanner 
Stanislav M. Jankowski say s of p rewar 
Warsaw. “More than 850 were razed to 
the g round. Others were blown up . 
Others were burned. Hardly any were 
left.” 
By war’s end, almost 90 p ercent of 
Warsaw’s 
building s 
had 
been 
destroy ed, city officials say . Many 
were sy stematically demolished by 
German troop s after the crushing of a 
1944 up rising by resistance fig hters. 
Old Town was shattered by street 
fig hting during the up rising . After­ 
wards, German troop s blew up the 
remaining ruins. 
The district has orig ins in the 13th 
century and was rebuilt in its 18 th 
century form, an area of colorful 
houses and shop s centered on an op en 
market square. 
Interiors were modernized, with 
: 
p enthouse floors turning into artists’ 
: 
studios and some of Warsaw’s best 
i 
ap artments. Art g alleries moved into 
: 
shop s and cabarets into cellars, some 
: 
of which had been forg otten for y ears, 
i 
Later, the area was closed to traffic 
:: 
and made into a p edestrian zone.

“We had no p lans, no ex p erts,” say s 
:• 
Jankowski. “After the war, every thing 
:• 
was p refabricated and we even had to 
j: 
train bricklay ers." 
Rebuilders g athered old p lans, 
£ 
p ainting s, drawing s and p hotog rap hs. 
k 
and trained not just bricklay ers but 
workers who made bricks by hand. 
“We were never a rich country ,” 
:j; 
say s Jankowski, a 66-y ear-old former 
resistance fig hter who himself was 
cap tured in the 1944 up rising and sent 
X 
to a concentration camp . 
“For the first two y ears after the 
war, Warsaw took up 40 p ercent of all 
the money we had for rebuilding the 
whole country .” 
“The question was asked, is it 
*:• p ossible to make a cap ital 
in the 
desert?" he say s. “There were many 
Poles ag ainst it. But on the other hand, 
£ there was a strong arg ument for it as a 
>•: p sy cholog ical comp ensation 
for the 
crime." 
Many stone doorway s and window 
$ 
frames in Old Town still bear bullet 
and shrap nel scars. And as elsewhere 
in Warsaw, Old Town walls bear 
iji 
p laques marking the sites of more than 
220 p ublic ex ecutions during the oc- 
£ cup ation y ears.

The Old Town area was a p oor neig h- 
borhood before the war, Jankowski 
say s, and its reconstruction has 
chang ed its character in some 
unanticip ated way s. 
“When we started, it was just a 
normal residential area. Now it’s a

Statistics comp iled by federal 
ag encies indicate the nation’s coal 
p roduction has at times been cut as 
much as 75 p ercent during a contract 
strike by the United Mine Workers 
union, even thoug h the mines covered 
by the contract p roduce only about 50 
p ercent of the nation's coal. 
Lawrence Frey , a sp okesman for the 
Dep artment of Energ y , said the fig ure 
is based on a survey conducted Dec. 15 
by the federal Mining Enforcement 
and Safety Administration. That 
survey showed that only 39.4 p ercent of 
the non-UMW bituminous coal and 
lig nite mines were working that day , 
Frey said. The number of non-union 
mines closed fluctuates from day to 
day . 
In neg otiations for a new contract, 
barg aining subcommittees for both the 
union and the Bituminous Coal 
Op erators Association continued low- 
key neg otiations Thursday . Sources 
indicated that the barg aining teams 
would p robably susp end neg otiations 
during the holiday weekend, resuming 
the sessions Tuesday . 
According to Frey , on a normal 
p roduction day , there are 3,320 non- 
UMW mines p roducing bituminous 
coal and lig nite. Combined, the union 
and nonunion mines p roduce 3,173,333 
tons on an averag e day . 


But on Dec. 15, only six UMW mines 
and 1,308 non-UMW bituminous coal 
and lig nite mines were rep orted 
working . Those 1,314 mines p roduced 
only 803,411 tons of coal that day , only 
slig htly more than 25 p ercent of nor­ 
mal p roduction. 
The six UMW mines which were 
op erating , Frey said, are western 
mines which had already sig ned a new 
UMW contract. 
, 
The strike, which beg an Dec. 6 when 
the 
UMW’s 
contract 
with 
the 
Bituminous 
Coal 
Op erators 
Association ex p ired, officially en­ 
comp asses only the 1,8 00 mines 
sig natory to that contract. Those 1,800 
mines p roduce about half of the 
nation’s coal. 
But many striking miners have 
p icketed non-UMW mines and coal 
loading facilities in an effort to close 
those op erations. The p icketing has 
been aimed chiefly at op erations in 
Kentucky , where about half the coal 
p roduced is non-UMW. Mary land, 
where all the mines are non-UMW, has 
also been the targ et of p ickets, as has 
Virg inia which has about the same 
p rop ortion of non-UMW coal as 
Kentucky . 
In other states, esp ecially West 
Virg inia and Ohio, many non-UMW 
op erations closed voluntarily at the 
beg inning of the strike, either in 


sy mp athy with the union or out of fear 
of vandalism and threats ag ainst 
emp loy ees. 
TTiere ap p eared to be only scattered 
p icketing activity in the coalfields 
Thursday . In Henderson, Ky ., railroad 
ties were rep orted burned on a trestle 
used for coal ship ments from a non­ 
union mine in western Kentucky . 
Kentucky state p olice rep orted the fire 
was ap p arently deliberately set, and 
the Illinois Central Gulf Railroad 
estimated the damag e at 120,000. 
In western Pennsy lvania, Cambria 
County Judg e Caram J. Abood 
Tuesday issued a p ermanent in­ 
junction ordering UMW p ickets not to 
disrup t op erations at the Cambria Coal 
Co. The judg e authorized limited 
p icketing but ruled out any other ac­ 
tivity . The comp any was the scene of 
heavy vandalism earlier in the strike. 
Three east Tennessee sheriffs have 
asked for additional state p olice to be 
dep loy ed to their counties to p revent 
p ossible violence when indep endent 
coal mine op erations resume nex t 
week. But state Safety Commissioner 
Joel Plummer said he does not p lan to 
send additional state troop ers unless 
there is trouble. 
Tennessee has only two UMW mines. 
The remainder are either non-union or 
have been org anized by the Southern 
Labor Union, a UMW rival based in 
Oneida, Tenn. 
Travels May Include Egypt

Arabia on Tuesday . 
There were unconfirmed rep orts in 
Warsaw that Israeli Prime Minister 
Menahem Beg in would fly to Tehran 
on Sunday to join the Carter-Hussein 
talks. 
Pol i sh Presi dent 
Soft spoken Man 


WARSAW, Poland (AP) - Edward 
Gierek, the Polish leader President 
Carter holds talks with today , is a big , 
softsp oken man who beg an his rise to 
the top p ost in his nation on the 
streng th of bitter ex p eriences in a far­ 
away coal mine. 
Gierek, who turns 65 on Jan. 6, has 
headed 
the 
Polish 
Communist 
movement since 1970, when he suc­ 
ceeded Wlady slaw Gomulka as first 
secretary of the Polish United 
Workers’ Party . 
Gierek say s the turning p oint in his 
life came in 1926 when, at the ag e of 13, 
he had to g o to work in a French coal 
mine. He was a miner for 18 y ears. 
“It was cruel work,” he told The 
Associated Press Thursday . 
“Those y ears have molded in me a 
determination to strug g le to overcome 
difficulties," he said in an interview in 
his office hours before Carter arrived 
for a three-day visit. 
Gierek was born to a coalmining 
family in the Silesia area of southern 
Poland and emig rated with his mother 
to France in 1923 after his father was 
killed in a mine accident. 
“If y ou start working at a very early 
ag e," he said, “y ou cannot have 
resp ect for those for whom y ou are 
working .” 
Mine conditions then were much 
worse than they are today , he said, and 
Europ ean coal mines were more 
p rimitiv e 
than their 
American 
counterp arts. 
“ West Virg inia, comp ared with 
French mines, was like a sanitorium.” 
Gierek became active in labor 
unions and in 1931 joined the French 
Communist Party . Three y ears later 
he was dep orted to Poland for in­ 
volvement in a strike. 
In 1937 he started work as a miner in 
Belg ium, where he sp ent World War II 


as a resistance fig hter ag ainst the 
German occup iers. 
He didn’t return to war-shattered 
Poland until 1948, when he beg an work 
in the Central Committee of the Polish 
Workers’ Party . 
Soon he was active in p arty affairs in 
his native Silesia, beg inning his rise to 
first secretary of the district. 
Western dip lomats credit him with 
learning p olitical skills well in the 
succeeding y ears. They say his ability 
to share resp onsibility and deleg ate 
authority has kep t him at the top of the 
national p arty without any serious 
difficulty desp ite economic p roblems 
like those that top p led his two 
p redecessors. 
The p arty 
under Gierek has 
tolerated 
an 
activ e 
dissident 
movement and has recently made 
overtures to the p owerful Roman 
Catholic Church. 


Secretary of State Cy rus R. Vance, 
who is traveling with Carter, mean­ 
while was try ing to defuse mounting 
Arab criticism of Carter’s Mideast 
remarks on the eve of his dep arture on 
the six -nation trip . 
In a television interview Wednesday 
Carter backed Beg in’s rejection of 
Sadat’s demand for an indep endent 
Palestinian state in the territories 
cap tured by Israel in the 1967 Mideast 
war. 
Vance told rep orters aboard the 
p resident’s p lane that Carter did not 
endorse Beg in’s insistence that Israeli 
troop s g arrison the occup ied West 
Bank of the Jordan River. 
Vance caUed the Beg in p rop osal 
offering civil automony to the 1.1 
million Arabs in the West Bank and the 
Gaza Strip "an ap p rop riate starting 
p oint for discussion." 
Carter, talking to television news 
corresp ondents Wednesday nig ht, said 
Beg in’s stand on troop s was 
a 
“ reasonable neg otiating p osition.” 
The p resident also backed Beg in’s 
rejection of Eg y p tian President Anwar 
Sadat’s demand for an indep endent 
Palestinian state in the territories 
cap tured by Israel in the 1967 Mideast 
wiir. 
The comments sp arked ang ry 
reaction Thursday in the Arab world. 
Sadat said he was “disap p ointed" 
and “ em barrassed” by C arter’s 
statements. In an interview with ABC

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NEW YORK (AP) — The stock 
market was little changed in active 
trading today, unable to break the 
stalemate that set in at the start of the 
week.

Gainers and losers were evenly 
balanced in the broad tally of New 
York Stock Exchange-listed issues 
Analysts said the market was

In the economic news, the govern­ 
ment reported that its index of leading 
economic indicators dropped 0.2 per 
cent in November, breaking a string of 
four monthly increases.

He 
cautioned that the signing of a Mideast 
settlement “might be delayed for some 
time.” 
Sadat has rejected the Begin plan, 
oresented when the two leaders met 
last weekend in Ism ailia. Egypt 
demands full Israeli withdrawal from 
war-won Arab lands and creation of an 
independent Palestinian state. 
Conservative Saudi Arabia, a key 
U.S. ally in the Middle East, added its* 
powerful voice to the Arab world 
rejection of Begin’s proposal. 
The Saudi state radio served notice 
that King Khaled and Crown Prince 
Fahd would try to persuade carter — 
due in Saudi Arabia next Tuesday — to 
squeeze more concessions from Israel. 
‘‘There is no doubt the United States 
is the only country that can pressure 
Israel to become more lenient,” the 
broadcast said. 
The president was scheduled to meet 
with King Hussein New Year’s Day in 


Iran in an effort to bring Jordan into 
the talks. 
The Jordan government issued a 
statement in Amman rejecting the 
Begin plan, labeling it a scheme to 
“legalize” Israeli occupation. 


Syria, a bitter opponent of the 
Egyptian-IsraeU dialogue, denounced 
the “ arrogant” Begin plan in a 
government radio broadcast.

It is not a reassuring report 
by the Carnegie Foundation 
for

Advancement 
of 
Teaching which finds general 
education 
at 
most 
U.S. 
colleges and universities "a 
disaster area.”

‘ Jjcarn how to learn is one of 
the best investments that can 


l>e made for an effective life.” 
the report said Yet, studies by 
the foundation found the trend 
on campuses is increasingly 
toward “ giving the students 
whatever they want.” which in 
too many instances did not 
include education’s basics. 
English and math were 
among the subjects found to be 
most neglected in the 2« ¿-year 
study. Cited as typical of what 


has happened in recent years 
were the results of 1975 tests 
given by Ohio State Univer­ 
sity 
The tests 
showed 26 
percent of the freshmen had 
not mastered high school math 
and 30 percent lacked college 
level writing skills.

Never was there doubt about Arthur 
Burns’ views. He is consistent and 
therefore 
predictable. 
He 
is 
con­ 
servative. He believes that inflation is 
the number one economic danger. He 
likes free markets. 
G. W illiam M iller is not an unknown. 
As president of Textron Inc., a giant 
diversified 
corporaton, 
he 
is 
recognized 
as 
a 
successful 
businessman. 
Politically, he 
is a 
Ijem ocrat. 
Associates also describe him as a 
broadly- knowledgeable and widely 
active individual, concerned about 
creating jobs, about the plight of 
blacks and about conununity welfare. 
But in the midst of worries about a 
declining dollar, a massive trade 
imbalance, a depressed stock market, 
high unemployment and a renewed 
threat of greater inflation, American 
businessmen and foreign officials 
wonder about his money views. 
A Federal Reserve Board chairman 
has enormous power, as much as any 
single individual outside the White 
House. As the person having the 
greatest influence over the money 
supply and the cost of money, he can 
actually challenge a President’s 
economic expansion plans. 
Burns exercised his powers. Some 
1 democrats even blame his restrictive 
policies for sopping up funds released 
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through the 1975 tax credit, which was 
aimed at stimulating the economy. 
He has been an overpowering 
presence on the seven-person board. 
Highly secretive in its deliberations, 
the Fed seldom revealed disagrements 
among its members. Burns prevailed. 
In fact, for eight years and in his own 
way, he has dominated the Fed as 
thoroughly as J. Edgar Hoover ran the 
F B I or Henry Kissinger the state 
department. 
Never has there been any doubt 
about where Bum s stands. Business 
knows. Unions know. So do heads of 
foreign nations. 
Carter and Congress have always 
known too, and sometimes they have 
disagreed with him. The most angry of 
the criticism s has been the allegation 
that Bums is so concerned with in­ 
flation that he fails to appreciate 
unemployment. 
More sweeping is the criticism that 
Burns has been content to see the 
economy am ble along below its 
capacities rather than risk the threat 
of inflation generated by expansion. 
Carter seemed to share this view. 
George Meany, head of the AFI/- 
CIO, was more certain. He wanted 
Bums out. Jobs, jobs, jobs — 4 million 
a year of them, said Meany. Burns, 
however, believed that permanent jobs 
couldn’t be constructed on 
the 
quicksand of inflation. 
Businessmen love Burns, or so it was 
said. But an important distinction 
must be made: Big business, made up 
of establishm ent firm s, generally 
agreed with him. Small 
business 
feeling was mixed. 
Its chief complaint was the matter of 
high interest rates, at one point under 
Burns the highest this century. Big 
business, though hurt, could pass on 
such costs to custom ers; 
sm all 
business found it more difficult. 
Beginning firm s were in even worse 
shape, unable to raise capital at all 
because funds ordinarily available for 
such purposes were diverted into 
higher paying, less risky bonds. 
Cun M iller cooperate more closely 
with the Carter administration while 
retaining a nonpartisan political 
stance? It cannot be predicted; it must 
lie demonstrated. 
Conceivably, he might even have 
Burns’ presence on his board, since the 
former professor’s appointment as a 
member continues until Jan. 31, 1984. 
Bums said he needs time to make 
that decision, and the chairman makes 
up is mind deliberately. Never has he 
|>een known to reveal much of anything 
until he is fully prepared to do so.

My problem is that I ’m always tired. 
My mother is sure that I ’m anemic. 
She loads me up with medicine to 
thicken my blood. I can’t convince her 
that it’s because I work too hard at the 
office. Every new product that strikes 
her fancy she tries out on me. I ’m 19. 
Miss J.C.O ., N .J. 
Dear Miss O.: 
Your mother is not alone in her 
homemade diagnosis of anemia. It 
seems that thousands of people use the 
phrase, “ I must be anemic,” when in 
reality they are overworked, fatigued 
and bored. 
The populance has been bombarded 
with the idea of “ thin blood.” They’ve 
been captivated by it and now are 
induced to buy one or more of the 
many “ blood-thickening” substances 
they read about or hear about. 
Many who consider them selves 
anemic buy the “ tired blood” and 
“ double iron” compounds, and the 
“ blood tonics,” all of which extract 
millions of dollars yearly from the 
gullible public. 
This does not mean, of course, that 
there are not many excellent products 
which are effective when they are 
specifically prescribed by a doctor 
after the true diagnosis of anemia has 
been made. 
Anemia is a very definite condition 
of the blood in which there is some kind 
of deficiency of the red blood cells and 
the hemoglobin. There are dozens of 
different kinds of anem ia, each 
demanding 
highly 
complex 
microscopic study of the blood. 
Anemia is not a diagnosis that can be 
made in the kitchen. 


It is true that fatigue can be 
associated with some types of anemia, 
yet there are many other causes of 
fatigue which can exist without any 
evidence of 
anemia. 
Thyroid im­ 
balance, 
low-grade 
infections, 
inadequate sleep, a hit-and-miss diet, 
overuse of tobacco and alcohol are but 
a few of the possible causes. 
You must agree that such constant 
fatigue at your age is unusual. You 
must agree, too, that it may be time for 
that yearly checkup, which un­ 
doubtedly will include blood studies to 
confirm or deny your m other’s 
diagnosis. 


The doctor says that my father has 
“ bronchiectasis.” Is this the same as 
emphysema? He is a heavy smoker. 
M rs.D. P., Va. 
Dear Mrs. P.: 
The two conditions are not identical, 
but very often they exist at the same 
time. 


Lungs that have been weakened by 
years of smoking sometimes develop 
infection of the sm aller bronchial 
branches of the lung. This is called 
“ bronchiectasis.” 


Tobacco is a culprit in producing 
emphysema and can be responsible for 
chronic bronchitis and long-standing 
cough. These factors, and some cases 
of untreated asthma, can be the cause 
of bronchiectasis. Exposure to fumes 
from factories and other pollutants can 
be the initial cause for weakening the 
lung structrue. 
If your father continues to smoke he 
is, indeed, a foolish man.

Fifth Proposal

CINCINNATI (A P ) - Some 800 
striking transit workers vote today far 
the fifth time on a contract proposal, 
this time with a promise of court 
leniency for six members facing 
contempt of court charges. 
About 100 strikers held an anti­ 
contract rally outside a union hall 
Thursday 
after hearing the fifth 
proposal from the Southwest Ohio 
Transit Authority (SO RTA). 
Gene Metz, presklent of the ¡*X> 
member Local «27, Amalgamated 
Transit Union, said the contract was 
basically the same one rejected by 
transit workers last Friday. 
Metz said SORTA had promised 
lenient treatment for six workers in 
court last Friday if the measure is 
passed ending the 25-day strike. 
Strikers were scheduled to vote 
throughout the day. Metz said the 
union might be in financial trouble if 
the contract is not approved. 
The union already owes 14,000 in 
fines of 8500 per day for failure to obey 
a back-to-work court order.

timidation,” said driver W illie Colvin. 
“ Apparently they have resolved that 
eventually we w ill cave in.” 
The union membership rejected four 
previous contract propoaals which 
include a raise in hourly pay from $8-56 
to 17.80 by I960. The drivers, however, 
vowed not to give up their pre- 
Christmas contract expiration date. 
The new pact calls for expiration on 
Jan. 7, 1980. 
Final arguments were scheduled 
today before Judge W illiam R. Mat­ 
thews in Hamilton County Common 
Pleas Court in the cases of the six 
workers accused of defying Matthews' 
back-to-work order. 
Matthews heard arguments for six 
hours Thursday before adjourning the 
comtempt cases for the day. 
The ATU members struck Dec. 8 
leaving 65,000 commuters scrambling 
to find other means of transportation. 


more disappointment than Carter at 
the fact that Congress has not yet 
passed the energy program he wanted 
to make the landmark of the ad­ 
ministration’s fir* year.

The d ocu mentary inclu d es 
songs by Williams and interv iews with 
cou ntry mu sic celebrities who k new 
him. 
“This d ocu mentary is the first 
d efinitiv e Hank Williams story ,” said 
Jerry Ad ams, presid ent of Nashv ille- 
based Good Vibrations, Inc., which 
prod u ced and mark eted the special. 
Celebrities interv iewed inclu d e Roy 
Acu ff, Chet Atk ins, Ernest Tu bb, 
Wesley Rose, Floy d Cramer, Webb 
Pierce and the Du k e of Pad u cah. Also 
interv iewed 
are 
Taft 
Sk ipper, 
Williams’ cou sin, and Jerry Riv ers 
and Don Helms, two of Williams’ band 
members. 
Williams d ied of heart failu re in a 
cab in Oak HiU, W.Va., en rou te to 
Canton, Ohio. Some of his best-k nown 
songs were “ You r Cheatin’ Heart,’’ 
“ Lov esick Blu es,” “ Kawliga” and 
“I’m So Lonesome I Cou ld Cry ." 


The d ocu mentary is narrated and 
was researched and written by singer* 
songwriter Jim Owen of Nashv ille, 
who recently d ev eloped a one-man 
stage show, “ An Ev ening With Hank 
Williams."

“ It’s going to be a long law su it, 
said Patricia Brennan, 25, who ru ns 
the bu siness with her hu sband , J. Pau l 
Brennan, 38. “By no means are we 
d own and ou t.” 
Mrs. Brennan said Wed nesd ay that 
she had not been serv ed with any 
papers y et. She said the d ecision wou ld 
be appealed . The d eliv ery serv ice 
continu ed Wed nesd ay , bu t it was not 
clear whether it wou ld continu e 
operating d u ring the appeal. 


U.S. District Ju d ge Harold P. Bu rk e 
ru led Tu esd ay in fav or of the Postal 
Serv ice which filed su it in Febru ary to 
protect its statu tory monopoly on 
firstclass mail.

The blizzard of 1977 hit 
Pickaway County during the 
second week of January 
signalling the beginning of 
what was believed to be the 
worst winter in Ohio since 
1776. 
The blizzard was so bad

WARSAW, Poland (AP) — President 
Carter began meeting with Polish 
leader Edward Gierek today after 
placing floral wreaths at the Tomb of 
the Unknown Soldier, the Nike statue 
and the Warsaw Ghetto monument 
under somber, snowy skies in a round 
of ceremonial visits. 
Carter holds an unprecedented news 
conference later in the day at which 
the sensitive subject of human rights is 
expected to come up. 
In a surprise development, White 
House Press Secretary Jody Powell 
said Carter was considering an un­ 
scheduled stop in Cairo Wednesday to 
discuss Middle East peace talks with 
President Anwar Sadat for several 
hours. Powell said a final decision 
would be made Saturday. Such a 
stopover would be in line with U.S. 
interest in furthering Egyptian-Israeli 
peace talks, lately strained by stands 
taken by the nation’s two leaders as 
well as Carter himself. 
Carter, hatless and wearing a blue 
topcoat, paused for a moment in silent 
prayer and placed a gloved hand over 
his face in a gesture of humility before 
the Warsaw Ghetto monument, a stone 
memorial to the thousands of Jews 
who held out in the walled ghetto 
against the Nazis during a short-lived 
uprising in 1943.

Polish and American flags whipped in 
the chill wind under gray skies and the 
muffled drums of a Polish honor guard 
sounded a cadence as Carter placed 
the wreath. Rain turned to snow during 
the ceremony, at a monument built on 
the remains of an 18th century palace 
destroyed by the Nazis in World War 
II. 
Two Marine guards from the U.S. 
Embassy carried the wreath up to the 
monument for Carter. Hundreds of 
Polish spectators were on hand as the 
national anthems of the two countries 
were played. 
Carter, accompanied by his wife 
Rosalynn, shook hands with Polish 
veterans after the ceremony and 
signed a guest book, just as Presidents 
Ford and Nixon did on their trips to 
Poland. 
Arriving here long after dark 
Thursday, Carter’s third sentence in 
his first formal pronouncement on 


Polish soil referred to human rights. 
Still later, in responding to

welcoming address 
by Communist 
leader Edward Gierek, Carter cited 
the Polish constitution of 1791 as one of 
“the great documents in the struggle 
for human rights.”

Gierek, Carter was to hold a formal 
news conference being broadcast live 
in the United States and to East 
European audiences by the Voice of 
America. This will be the first full

Before Carter left Washington 
Thursday on the first leg of a six-nation 
tour, Polish diplomats there en­ 
tertained members of his traveling 
party at a luncheon during which some 
of them voiced apprehension about

Coal Strike Cripples Output 
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WARSAW, Poland (AP) — Rosalynn 
Carter’s planned visit to Warsaw’s Old 
Town this afternoon is to be a walk 
through an 18th century city just over 
29 years old. 
Painstakingly rebuilt from the ruins 
of World War II, the district is a 
restoration masterpiece which has 
earned its builders a worldwide 
reputation as reconstruction experts. 
“We had 980 buildings classified as 
historical landmarks,” town planner 
Stanislav M. Jankowski says of prewar 
Warsaw.

Statistics compiled by federal 
agencies indicate the nation’s coal 
production has at times been cut as 
much as 75 percent during a contract 
strike by the United Mine Workers 
union, even though the mines covered 
by the contract produce only about 50 
percent of the nation’s coal. 
Lawrence Frey, a spokesman for the 
Department of Energy, said the figure 
is based on a survey conducted Dec. 15 
by the federal Mining Enforcement 
and Safety Administration. That 
survey showed that only 39.4 percent of 
the non-UMW bituminous coal and 
lignite mines were working that day, 
Frey said. The number of non-union 
mines closed fluctuates from day to 
day. 
In negotiations for a new contract, 
bargaining subcommittees for both the 
union and the Bituminous Coal 
Operators Association continued low­ 
key negotiations Thursday. Sources 
indicated that the bargaining teams 
would probably suspend negotiations 
during the holiday weekend, resuming 
the sessions Tuesday. 
According to Frey, on a normal 
production day, there are 3,320 non- 
UMW mines producing bituminous 
coal and lignite. Combined, the union 
and nonunion mines produce 3,173,333 
tons on an average day. 


But on Dec. 15, only six UMW mines 
and 1,308 non-UMW bituminous coal 
and lignite mines were reported 
working. Those 1,314 mines produced 
only 803,411 tons of coal that day, only 
slightly more than 25 percent of nor­ 
mal production. 
The six UMW mines which were 
operating, Frey said, are western 
mines which had already signed a new 
UMW contract. 
. 
The strike, which began Dec. 6 when ’ 
the UMW’s contract with the 
Bituihinous 
Coal 
Operators 
Association expired, officially en­ 
compasses only the 1,800 mines 
signatory to that contract. Those 1,800 
mines produce about half of the 
nation’s coal. 
But many striking miners have 
picketed non-UMW mines and coal 
loading facilities in an effort to dose 
those operations. The picketing has 
been aimed chiefly at operations in 
Kentucky, where about half the coal 
produced is non-UMW. Maryland, 
where all the mines are non-UMW, has 
also been the target of pickets, as has 
Virginia which has about the same 
proportion of non-UMW coal as 
Kentucky. 
In other states, especially West 
Virginia and Ohio, many non-UMW 
operations closed voluntarily at the 
beginning of the strike, either in 


sympathy with the union or out of fear 
of vandalism and threats against 
employees. 
There appeared to be only scattered 
picketing activity in the coalfields 
Thursday. In Henderson, Ky., railroad 
ties were reported burned on a trestle 
used for coal shipments from a non­ 
union mine in western Kentucky. 
Kentucky state police reported the fire 
was apparently deliberately set, and 
the Illinois Central Gulf Railroad 
estimated the damage at 820,000. 
In western Pennsylvania, Cambria 
County Judge Caram J. Abood 
Tuesday issued a permanent in­ 
junction ordering UMW pickets not to 
disrupt operations at the Cambria Coal 
Co. The judge authorized limited 
picketing but ruled out any other ac­ 
tivity. The company was the scene of 
heavy vandalism earlier in the strike. 
Three east Tennessee sheriffs have 
asked for additional state police to be 
deployed to their counties to prevent 
possible violence when independent 
coal mine operations resume next 
week. But state Safety Commissioner 
Joel Plummer said he does not plan to 
send additional state troopers unless 
there is trouble. 
Tennessee has only two UMW mines. 
The remainder are either non-union or 
have been organized by the Southern 
Labor Union, a UMW rival based in 
Oneida, Term.

Polish President 
Softspoken Man 


WARSAW, Poland (AP) - Edward 
Gierek, the Polish leader President 
Carter holds talks with today, is a big, 
softspoken man who began his rise to 
the top post in his nation on the 
strength of bitter experiences in a far­ 
away coal mine. 
Gierek, who turns 65 on Jan. 6, has 
headed the 
Polish 
Communist 
movement since 1970, when he suc­ 
ceeded Wladyslaw Gomulka as first 
secretary of the Polish United 
Workers’ Party. 
Gierek says the turning point in his 
life came in 1926 when, at the age of 13, 
he had to go to work in a French coal 
mine. He was a miner for IS years. 
“It was cruel work,” he told The 
Associated Press Thursday. 
“Those years have molded in me a 
determination to struggle to overcome 
difficulties,” he said in an interview in 
his office hours before Carter arrived 
for a three-day visit. 
Gierek was bom to a coalmining 
family in the Silesia area of southern 
Poland and emigrated with his mother 
to France in 1923 after his father was 
killed in a mine accident. 
“If you start working at a very early 
age,” he said, “you cannot have 
respect for those for whom you are 
working.” 
Mine conditions then were much 
worse than they are today, he said, and 
European coal mines were more 
primitive than their American 
counterparts. 
“West Virginia, compared with 
French mines, was like a sanitorium.” 
Gierek became active in labor 
unions and in 1931 joined the French 
Communist Party. Three years later 
he was deported to Poland for in­ 
volvement in a strike. 
In 1937 he started work as a miner in 
Belgium, where he spent World War II 


as a resistance fighter against the 
German occupiers. 
He didn’t return to war-shattered 
Poland until 1948, when he began work 
in the Central Committee of the Polish 
Workers’ Party. 
Soon he was active in party affairs in 
his native Silesia, beginning his rise to 
first secretary of the district. 
Western diplomats credit him with 
learning political skills well in the 
succeeding years. They say his ability 
to share responsibility and delegate 
authority has kept him at the top of the 
national party without any serious 
difficulty despite economic problems 
like those that toppled Ms two 
predecessors. 
The party under Gierek has 
tolerated 
an 
active 
dissident 
movement and has recently made 
overtures to the powerful Roman 
Catholic Church. 


Secretary of State Cyrus R. Vance, 
who is traveling with Carter, mean­ 
while was trying to defuse mounting 
Arab criticism of Carter’s Mideast 
remarks on the eve of his departure on 
the six-nation trip. 
In a television interview Wednesday 
Carter backed Begin’s rejection of 
Sadat’s demand for an independent 
Palestinian state in the territories 
captured by Israel in the 1987 Mideast 
war. 
Vance told reporters aboard the 
president’s plane that Curter did not 
endorse Begin’s insistence that Israeli 
troops garrison the occupied West 
Bank of the Jordan River. 
Vance called the Begin proposal 
offering civil automony to the 1.1 
million Arabs in the West Bank and the 
Gaza Strip “an appropriate starting 
point for discussion.” 
Carter, talking to television news 
correspondents Wednesday night, said 
Begin’s stand on troops was a 
“reasonable negotiating position.” 
The president also backed Begin’s 
rejection of Egyptian President Anwar 
Sadat’s demand for an independent 
Palestinian state in the territories 
captured by Israel in the 1967 Mideast 
war. 
The comments sparked angry 
reaction Thursday in the Arab world. 
Sadat said he was “disappointed” 
and “embarrassed” by Carter’s 
statements.

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It is not a reassuring report 
by the Carnegie Foundation 
for 
the 
Advancement 
of 
Teaching which finds general 
education 
at 
most 
U.S. 
colleges and universities “a 
disaster area.” But it is not the 
first time questions have been 
raised about the quality of 
American education. 
“Learn how to learn is one of 
the best investments that can 


be made for an effective life,’’ 
the report said. Yet, studies by 
the foundation found the trend 
on campuses is increasingly 
toward “giving the students 
whatever they want,” which in 
too many instances did not 
include education’s basics. 
English and math were 
among the subjects found to be 
most neglected in the 21^-year 
study. Cited as typical of what 


has happened in recent years 
were the results of 1975 tests 
given by Ohio State Univer­ 
sity. The tests showed ‘26 
percent of the freshmen had 
not mastered high school math 
and 30 percent lacked college- 
level writing skills. 
More attention to basic 
education skills is needed at 
the college level, not less.

NEW YORK (AP) - One of the 
imperatives for the 
chairman- 
designate of the Federal Reserve 
Board is to make known to the world 
his monetary philosophy. 
The reason: Uncertainty equals 
confusion — in regard to the value of 
the dollar and the value of stocks, 
among other things. 
Never was there doubt about Arthur 
Burns’ views. He is consistent and 
therefore predictable. He is con­ 
servative. He believes that inflation is 
the number one economic danger. He 
likes free markets. 
G. William Miller is not an unknown. 
As president of Textron Inc., a giant 
diversified 
corporaton, 
he 
is 
recognized 
as 
a 
successful 
businessman. Politically, he is a 
Democrat. 
Associates also describe him as a 
broadly knowledgeable and widely 
active individual, concerned about 
creating jobs, about the plight of 
blacks and about community welfare. 
But in the midst of worries about a 
declining dollar, a massive trade 
imbalance, a depressed stock market, 
high unemployment and a renewed 
threat of greater inflation, American 
businessmen and foreign officials 
wonder about his money views. 
A Federal Reserve Board chairman 
has enormous power, as much as any 
single individual outside the White 
House. As the person having the 
greatest influence over the money 
supply and the cost of money, he can 
actually challenge a President’s 
economic expansion plans. 
Bums exercised his powers. Some 
Democrats even blame his restrictive 
policies for sopping up funds released 
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through the 1975 tax credit, which was 
aimed at stimulating the economy. 
He has been an overpowering 
presence on the seven-person board. 
Highly secretive in its deliberations, 
the Fed seldom revealed disagrements 
among its members. Burns prevailed. 
In fact, for eight years and in his own 
way, he has dominated the Fed as 
thoroughly as J. Edgar Hoover ran the 
FBI or Henry Kissinger the state 
department. 
Never has there been any doubt 
about where Bums stands. Business 
knows. Unions know. So do heads of 
foreign nations. 
Carter and Congress have always 
known too, and sometimes they have 
disagreed with him. The most angry of 
the criticisms has been the allegation 
that Bums is so concerned with in­ 
flation that he fails to appreciate 
unemployment. 
More sweeping is the criticism that 
Bums has been content to see the 
economy amble along below its 
capacities rather than risk the threat 
of inflation generated by expansion. 
Carter seemed to share this view. 
George Meany, head of the AFL- 
CIO, was more certain. He wanted 
Bums out. Jobs, jobs, jobs — 4 million 
a year of them, said Meany. Bums, 
however, believed that permanent jobs 
couldn’t be constructed on the 
quicksand of inflation. 
Businessmen love Bums, or so it was 
said. But an important distinction 
must be made: Big business, made up 
of establishment firms, generally 
agreed with him. Small business 
feeling was mixed. 
Its chief complaint was the matter of 
high interest rates, at one point under 
Bums the highest this century. Big 
business, though hurt, could pass on 
such costs to customers; small 
business found it more difficult. 
Beginning firms were in even worse 
shape, unable to raise capital at all 
because funds ordinarily available for 
such purposes were diverted into 
higher paying, less risky bonds. 
Can Miller cooperate more closely 
with the Carter administration while 
retaining a nonpartisan political 
stance? It cannot be predicted; it must 
lie demonstrated. 
Conceivably, he might even have 
Burns’ presence on his board, since the 
former professor’s appointment as a 
member continues until Jan. 31,1984. 
Bums said he needs time to make 
that decision, and the chairman makes 
up is mind deliberately. Never has he 
l*een known to reveal much of anything 
until he is fully prepared to do so. 
Should he choose to remain a 
member of the Fed board he would 
lind himself in an awkward position, 
and so would the new chairman.

Speaking Of Your Health

My problem is that I’m always tired. 
My mother is sure that I’m anemic. 
She loads me up with medicine to 
thicken my blood. I can’t convince her 
that it’s because I work too hard at the 
office. Every new product that strikes 
her fancy she tries out on me. I’m 19. 
Miss J.C.O., N.J. 
Dear Miss O.: 
Your mother is not alone in her 
homemade diagnosis of anemia. It 
seems that thousands of people use the 
phrase, “I must be anemic,” when in 
reality they are overworked, fatigued 
and bored. 
The populance has been bombarded 
with the idea of “thin blood.” They’ve 
been captivated by it and now are 
induced to buy one or more of the 
many “blood-thickening” substances 
they read about or hear about. 
Many who consider themselves 
anemic buy the “tired blood” and 
“double iron” compounds, and the 
“blood tonics,” all of which extract 
millions of dollars yearly from the 
gullible public. 
This does not mean, of course, that 
there are not many excellent products 
which are effective when they are 
specifically prescribed by a doctor 
after the true diagnosis of anemia has 
been made. 
Anemia is a very definite condition 
of the blood in which there is some kind 
of deficiency of the red blood cells and 
the hemoglobin. There are dozens of 
different kinds of anemia, each 
demanding 
highly 
complex 
microscopic study of the blood. 
Anemia is not a diagnosis that can be 
made in the kitchen. 


It is true that fatigue can be 
associated with some types of anemia, 
yet there are many other causes of 
fatigue which can exist without any 
evidence of anemia. Thyroid im­ 
balance, 
low-grade 
infections, 
inadequate sleep, a hit-and-miss diet, 
overuse of tobacco and alcohol are but 
a few of the possible causes. 
You must agree that such constant 
fatigue at your age is unusual. You 
must agree, too, that it may be time for 
that yearly checkup, which un­ 
doubtedly will include blood studies to 
confirm or deny your mother's 
diagnosis.

Lungs that have been weakened by 
years of smoking sometimes develop 
infection of the smaller bronchial 
branches of the lung. This is called 
“bronchiectasis.” 
Tobacco is a culprit in producing 
emphysema and can be responsible for 
chronic bronchitis and long-standing 
cough. These factors, and some cases 
of untreated asthma, can be the cause 
of bronchiectasis. Exposure to fumes 
from factories and other pollutants can 
be the initial cause for weakening the 
lung st rn ct rue. 
If your father continues to smoke he 
is, indeed, a foolish man.

NEW YORK (A P) • When Jewish 
and Moslem leaders embraced in the 
Middle East in the waning days of 1977, 
raising a glimmer of hope that the 
region’s fratricidal conflict might be 
resolved, it was a top religious event of 
the year. 
The impact of it also was felt by 
Christians, as well as others. 
Citing it as the year’s No. I religious 
story, the 
ecumenical 
weekly, 
Christian Century, said that despite 
political, cultural and economic 
ram ifications 
of 
Israeli-Arab 
relations, religion was the underlying 
factor in the peaceful confrontation of 
Egyptian and Israeli leaders. 


“ Christian and Moslem and Jew will 
for a long time to come recall the 
evocation of transcendence 
by 
President Sadat and Prime Minister 
Begin,” the weekly observed, noting 
their mutual appeals for God’s help 
and references to common Biblical 
roots. 
As various organs assessed the main 
religious events of the year, the 
following got principal attention: 
—The onset of schism in the 
Episcopal Church, triggered by 
dissidents objecting to ordination of 
women, revision in the Book of 
Common 
Prayer 
and 
asserted 
secularizing tendencies in the church. 


—The drive by homosexuals for 
acceptance in the churches, clouded by 
Anita Bryant’s successful Bible- 
quoting campaign in Dade County, 
Fla., to repeal an ordinance assuring 
them of rights in jobs and other 
spheres. 


—Troubles for churches in Africa, 
with a key Christian broadcasting 
center seized by the government in 
Ethiopia, a Roman Catholic Bishop 
mt'rdered in the Congo, an Anglican 
bishop~killed in Uganda where most 
Protestant groups were banned. 
—The boom of the “ bom again” 
movement, 
given 
impetus 
by 
President Carter and conversion of 
various notables, an approach spilling 
over from conservative Protestantism 
into other circles, including Roman 
Catholic 
attention 
to 
personal 
evangelism. 
—Further spread of the charismatic 
movement, including a gathering of 


45,000 arm-lifting, “tongues” -singing 
Roman Catholic and Protestant 
participants in Kansas City. But 
controversy 
simmered 
over 
“ shepherding” authority in some 
charismatic groups. 
—Demands arose for full financial 
disclosure and audits of monies raised 
by various religious groups, including 
bigname evangelists. Roman Catholic 
bishops set strict, new standards for 
such financial accounting. 
—Trancendental Meditation lost 
government funding for teaching that 
technique in public schools after a 
court found religious elements in it. 
—Nobel Peace prizes were awarded 


to two women in Northern Ireland. 
They had organized the Peace 
People’s Movement in that area 
prolonged of socio-religious strife. 
-French Roman Catholic Arch­ 
bishop Lefevre pressed his opposition 
to reforms of the Second Vatican 
Council and took steps to start a 
traditionalist seminary in the United 
States, paralleling another in Swit­ 
zerland. 
Actions by numerous church groups 
to challenge the television industry 
over its sex and violence portrayals. 
—Seizure of Washington buildings by 
Hanafi Moslems.

NASHVILLE, Term. (AP) - About 
60 radio stations across the country 
will air a 10-hour documentary this 
weekend commemorating the 25th 
anniversary of the death of country 
music legend Hank Williams. 
The special, “Hank Williams ... The 
Man,” is designed for airing on New 
Year’s Day because Williams died 
Jan. 1,1953. The documentary includes 
songs by Williams and interviews with 
country music celebrities who knew 
him. 
“This documentary is the first 
definitive Hank Williams story,” said 
Jerry Adams, president of Nashville- 
based Good Vibrations, Inc., which 
produced and marketed the special. 
Celebrities interviewed include Roy 
Acuff, Chet Atkins, Ernest Tubb, 
Wesley Rose, Floyd Cramer, Webb 
Pierce and the Duke of Paducah. Also 
interviewed are 
Taft 
Skipper, 
Williams’ cousin, and Jerry Rivers 
and Don Helms, two of Williams’ band 
members. 
Williams died of heart failure in a 
cab in Oak Hill, W.Va., en route to 
Canton, Ohio. Some of his best-known 
songs were “Your Cheatin’ Heart,” 
“Lovesick Blues,” “Kawliga” and 
“I’m So Lonesome I Could Cry.” 


The documentary is narrated and 
was researched and written by singer- 
songwriter Jim Owen of Nashville, 
who recently developed a one-man 
stage show, “An Evening With Hank 
Williams.” 
Owen said the show clears up a 
misconception 
about 
Williams’ 
drinking. 
“He was not drunk all the time,” 
Owen said. “He would go months 
without a drink. But when he was 
drinking, he was ‘all the way.’” 
The man driving the cab when 
Williams died, Charlie Carr of Mont­ 
gomery, Ala., agreed to an interview 
on the subject for the first time in 24 
years. 
“Charlie said Hank had been 
drinking whiskey and beer but not 
much of either one,” Owen said. 
The documentary also discloses that 
Williams had flown to Canton the day 
he died but was unable to land because 
of ice. So he flew back to Knoxville, 
Tenn., and took the cab. 
Owen, who wrote “Louisiana 
Woman, Mississippi Man” for Conway 
Twitty and Loretta Lynn, said he 
thinks the documentary will become a 
tradition on country music radio 
stations on New Year’s Day, the way 
football is on television. 


Richland County Sheriff Thomas E. 
Weikel has won a second round in his 
fight with 13 fired Richland County 
sheriff’s deputies. 
The state Board of Personnel 
Review has upheld Weikel’s dismissal 
of the 13 deputies last June. The board 
reversed an earlier recommendation 
by a state hearing officer that the 
deputies be reinstated with back pay.

ROCHESTER, N.Y. (AP) - Rain, 
snow and sleet didn’t deter the P.H. 
Brennan Hand Delivery Service from 
competing with the U.S. Postal Ser­ 
vice. But a court order may send the 
husband-wife 10-cents-a-letter, some­ 
day delivery system to the dead letter 
office. 
“Ifs going to be a long law suit,” 
said Patricia Brennan, 25, who runs 
the business with her husband, J. Paul 
Brennan, 38. “By no means are we 
down and out.” 
Mrs. Brennan said Wednesday that 
she had not been served with any 
papers yet. She said the decision would 
be appealed. The delivery service 
continued Wednesday, but it was not 
clear whether it would continue 
operating during the appeal. 
U.S. District Judge Harold P. Burke 
ruled Tuesday in favor of the Postal 
Service which filed suit in February to 
protect its statutory monopoly on 
firstclass mail. 
“Elimination of this monopoly would 
seriously threaten the very existence 
of the U.S. Postal Service,” the 
government’s brief said. 
The Brennans contended in court 
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that Congress had overstepped its 
authority in granting the Postal Ser­ 
vice such a monopoly. 
But the government argued that 
Congress and the courts have 
recognized for more than 200 years the 
need for a monopoly. 
“There is a strong and abiding 
national interest in having one uniform 
postal system, operated impartially, 
unturned by considerations of profit, 
serving the entire country,” the 
government brief said. 
Although unwilling to say exactly 
how many letters a day the private 
service 
delivers 
in 
downtown 
Rochester, Mrs. Brennan confirmed 
that she and her husband handled 
about 1,000 pieces a day during 
November.

He wasn’t 
that quick or good,” Ohio State Coach 
Woody Hayes remembered Adkins. 


Aside from the Buckeyes, the only 
major division schools interested in 
the linebacker were from the Mid­ 
American Conference. 
“But I knew his dad, and I knew his 
attitude would be good,” said Hayes. 
Carl Adkins, Dave’s father, serves as 
the superintendent of Xenia schools. 
The Buckeye coach proved to be a 
good prophet. 
Adkins could not win a starting job 
until his senior season and then 
developed so rapidly his teammates 
voted him the No. I player over such 
names as Rod Gerald, Chris Ward, 
Ron Springs, Ray Griffin and Jeff 
Logan. 
“I just wanted to prove to coaches 
and other people I could play in the Big 
Ten,” said Adkins Thursday. 
He certainly did. Adkins delivered 28 
tackles in a 29-28 loss to Oklahoma

Kousineau was hurt on the fifth 
defensive play of the game.

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DALLAS (AP) —To most people it is 
just another football game — a good 
one, to be sure, the 42nd Cotton Bowl 
Classic with the national college 
championship on the line — but for 
Dan Devine it means another gallon of 
blood. 
“Coaching the pros is a cake walk 
compared with the pressure you get in 
a game like this,” said the lean, in­ 
tense coach of Notre Dame’s Fighting 
Irish, who Monday must challenge the 
No. I ranking of powerful, unbeaten 
Texas. 
Devine squirms on what un­ 
doubtedly is the hottest coaching seat 
in all of football—collegiate or pro. He 
must win or else. The sinister axe 
always dangles overhead. 
He can’t cross the South Bend 
campus without catching the glare of 
the golden Dome, long a symbol of 
football greatness. The ghosts of the 
immortal Knute Rockne and Frank 
Leahy are alway peering over his 
shoulder. Ever present — through no 
fault of anyone — is the inevitable 
comparison with Ara Perseghian, one 
of the school’s most popular and 
successful coaches, the man he suc­ 
ceeded three years ago. 
“The tradition at Nbtre Dame is 
something difficult to describe,” says 
Devine. “It is rich in pride. The need to 
win is tremendous.” 
The coach of Notre Dame must 
please an alumni that is boundless. 
People who haven’t been within 2,000 


miles of South Bend become adopted 
“grads.” Irish, half-Irish, Protestant 
and Catholic, they wave blue and gold 
colors from the subways of New York 
to the fish wharves of San Francisco. 
They are legion. They are demand­ 
ing. They are vocal. 
Every time the phone rings in 
Devine’s office he must stiffen. After 
every reversal, such as the team’s 
early season loss to Mississippi — the 
only defeat in ll games — reports 
escalate that he is to be fired. 
It’s an uncomfortable existence, like 
hanging on the edge of a cliff by the 
fingernails. 
“I am very happy at the moment, as 
contented as I have been in a long 
time,” Devine said. “My contract at 
Notre Dame has two more years to 
run. I can’t say what my future plans 
are. I have reached the point where I 
must decide on something per­ 
manent.” 
A 
smallish 
man, 
serious 
in 
demeanor and lacking the outgoing 
personality of Perseghian, Devine is 
beginning to show signs of strain. Yet 
he hangs tough. “He looks like a 
college professor,” Andy Russell, one 
of his players, once said, “but he is all 
steel.” 
Devine still wears the scars of an 
unhappy venture into the pro game 
during which he served as coach and 
general manager of the Green Bay 
Packers from 1971 through 1974. 
There, he also had to live up to a 


tradition — that of the late Vince 
Lombardi. 
“I was naive at Green Bay, he said. 
“Friends and players kept telling me 
that certain people were trying to 
undermine me. I refused to believe it. 


“It wasn’t until forces opposed to me 
began spreading ugly rumors and even 
harassing my wife and children that I 
came to full realization of what was 
happening. It was a terrible ex­ 
perience.” 
During the dark days at Green Bay, 
Devine’s children were teased and 
spat upon in the school bus, garbage 
was tossed onto the lawn of the Devine 
home and anonymous threats were 
made on the telephone. 
Devine, 53, a native of Augusta, Wis., 
coached successfully at Arizona State 
and Missouri, compiling a 120-40 
record, before he took the Green Bay 
job in 1971. At Green Bay, he led the 
Packers to a 10-4 record and the NFC’s 
Central Division championship in 1972, 
earning recognition as “Coach of the 
Year.” 
At Notre Dame he has had suc­ 
cessive seasons of 8-3, 9-3 and, this 
year, 10-1. His Irish crushed Penn 
State 20-9 in the Gator Bowl in 1976. 
“I don’t regret leaving the pros,” he 
said. “It provided a challenge. But 
there is a mystique about tile pro 
game. I see them making mistakes 
that, in college, would get the coach 
fired.”

State Coach Eldon Miller said his 
defense tired a bit during the second 
half of the Buckeyes’ 86-83 victory over 
LaSalle Thursday night in the con­ 
solation game of tile Louisville Holiday 
Classic.

local zoning ordinances, local building 
codes and private deed restrictions. 
The main differences between these 
three categories is that zoning or­ 
dinances and building codes are 
passed by local governments (usually 
city or county) while deed restrictions 
are usually imposed by the real estate 
developer who builds an entire tract or 
by private homeowner’s associations. 
Essentially, zoning ordinances are 
local laws passed by your city or 
county government which regulate the 
types of buildings or other structures 
that can be built in the local com­ 
munity as well as telling you the areas 
in which the structures can be located. 
IxKal building codes take over where 
the zoning ordinances leave off and 
establish detailed rules regulating the 
construction of the various types of 
building or other structures which are 
allowed by the zoning ordinance. 
The zoning ordinance will typically 
tell you whether your property is zoned 
for an amateur radio or CB tower and, 
if so, the maximum height. Also in­ 
cluded frequently will be the location 
on your property the tower can be 
located. If the zoning ordinance allows 
you to erect a tower, the building code 
will tell you the type of tower that you 
can erect and the type of base and 
guying which may be required. Most 
zoning ordinances impose what is 
known as set-back lines, which are 
areas surrounding your house which 
must be left open and on which you 
cannot build. Some zoning ordinances 
also forbid guy wires from being 
located in the set back area. 
Like zoning ordinances, building 
codes also vary from community to 
community. Frequently building codes 
classify radio towers as those for 
which a building permit is not required 
and those for which a permit is 
required. Towers not requiring a 
permit are usually those under a 
certain height or those which cost less 
than a specified amount. 
If a building permit is required, it is 
quite important that you obtain one. 
Generally, the cost of a building 
permit is keyed to the cost of the tower 
and frequently amounts to less than 
one percent of the cost. When you 
apply for a building permit, you should 
take with you the complete plans for 
the tower and a drawing of your 
property which shows exactly where 
the tower and any guy wires will be 
located. This will allow the building 
department to advise you whether the 
tower is properly located. 
Obtaining a building permit has 
other advantages as well. If you do not 
obtain a permit when one is required, 
you are simply giving your neighbors 
ammunition to require you to take 
your tower down. In addition, in the 
event of personal or property damage 
as a result of someone falling from the 
tower or the tower collapsing, most 
insurance policies specifically exclude 
any liability if a building permit was 
required and it was not obtained. 
Deed restrictions are contained in a 
document which is recorded at the 
time your tract is built. The restric­ 
tions impose limitations on how you 
can use your property and are in­ 
tended to protect the local neigh­ 
borhood by requiring that all property 
meet various minimum requirements. 
Many deed restrictions, particularly in 
com m unities 
with 
underground 
utilities and cable television, prohibit 
outside antennas and towers. Others 
impose height restrictions such as a 
provision that no structure be over 35 
feet in height. If you are thinking of a 
new home, you should always ask to 
see the deed restrictions before en­ 
tering into a contract to buy the 
property. Because private deed 
restrictions are not imposed by a local 
government, they are frequently more 
harsh than zoning ordinances and 
regulations. 
The most important defense against 
them is known as 
“waiver and 
estoppel” . This occurs when there are 
many violations in the same tract 
which have occured for a number of 
years and no one has objected. If other 
antennas and towers have existed over 
the years, your neighbors may have 
waived their right to object to a 
violation of a deed restriction 
prohibiting towers. This is a matter 
that you should discuss with an at­ 
torney.

(Q.) I have been considering the 
purchase of a house I have recently 
looked at, and would like to acquire it 
through a GI Loan. What do I do to get 
this loan? 


(A.) First, you must secure a cer­ 
tificate of eligibility. Bring your DD214 
to your Veterans Service Officer, and 
he will fill out the necessary papers to 
secure this for you. Once you have 
your certificate stating that you are 
entitled to the GI Loan, we have a list 
of banks that will accept your GI Loan. 
You select a bank from that list, and 
from then on its between you and the 
bank. 
(Q.) When a widow remarries can 
she still receive her benefits from her 
former husband? 
(A.) No. When she remarries she 
loses her entitlement to VA payments. 
If she were to get a divorce or her new 
husband died, she could start collec­ 
ting from the former husband’s claim. 
(Q.) I entered military service 
before completing high school. I was 
honorably discharged last month after 
four years of duty. Can I get free GI 
Bill benefits while finishing high 
school? 
(A.) Yes. Veterans in your category 
may receive educational assistance 
without charge against basic en­ 
titlem ent. That entitlem ent thus 
remains available for post-secondary 
schooling. 
(Q.) What are the requirements to 
get free hunting and fishing license? 
(A.) You must currently be on the 
VA rolls as receiving IOO percent
